4-13-1751  mar¬ 
ried  Elizabeth  Catherine  Bridgen,  a  native  of  Bristol,  England,  and  daughter 
of  Samuel  Bridgen  of  Ludlow  Castle.

V. 
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GENERAL  NOTES  ON  DIRECT  LINE  OF  DESCENT 

1.  The  direct  line  of  descent  and  the  earlier  history  of  the  de  Rosset  family  is 
taken  from  the  "Annals  of  the  de  Rossets,”  compiled  from  original  docu¬ 
ments  by  Catherine  Douglass  de  Rosset  Meares,  and  printed  by  R.  L.  Bryan 
Co.  of  Columbia,  S.  C.  Copies  of  the  "Annals”  are  in  the  possession  of 
various  descendants  and  copy  is  also  in  the  Congressional  Library  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  The  oldest  of  the  original  documents  were  deposited  in  the 
Southern  Historical  Collection  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  where 
they  are  catalogued  and,  listed  in  the  "Guide  to  the  Manuscripts  in  the 
Southern  Historical  Collection  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,” 
James  Sprunt  Studies  in  History  and  Political  Science,  Vol.  24,  No.  2, 
The  University  of  North  Carolina  Press,  1941.  In  the  "Guide”  these  three 
collections  are  listed  as  follows: 

214-A  De  Rosset  Family  Papers,  I,  1588-1863 
214-B  De  Rosset  Family  Papers,  II,  1729-1935 
499  Meares-de Rosset  Papers,  1839-1923  (Under  seal  until  1975) 
Additional  de  Rosset  historical  papers  are  still  in  the  possession  of  de¬ 
scendants  Robert  C.  de  Rosset,  Jr.,  Prof.  William  Dougald  MacMillan,  Jr., 
and  others.  For  those  interested  in  more  detail  about  the  family  history 
and  about  individual  descendants,  the  above  mentioned  collections  and 
other  family  papers  merit  considerably  more  study  than  has  been  given  to 
this  by  the  author. 

Data  were  also  taken  from  the  "James  Sprunt  Historical  Monograph 
No.  4”  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  dated  1904,  and  from  an 
historical  "paper”  entitled  "A  Group  of  My  Ancestral  Dames  of  the 
Colonial  Period”  read  before  the  North  Carolina  Society  of  Colonial 
Dames  by  Mrs.  Kate  de  Rosset  Meares,  its  President,  on  3-14-1901.  This 
paper  was  printed  by  Nash  Brothers  of  Goldsborough,  N.  C.,  and  copies 
are  in  the  possession  of  various  descendants. 

Information  was  also  obtained  by  copying  direct  from  certain  papers  in 
the  archives  in  France,  as  mentioned  below: 

First,  as  regards  the  Coat  of  Arms,  the  following  is  an  accurate  description, 
in  French  heraldic  terms,  taken  from  a  document  on  file  in  Montpelier, 
France:  "Quartered  in  the  first  in  silver,  a  bouquet  of  three  red  roses, 
.  arranged  ’one’  and  ’two,’  the  stem  and  leaves  of  green,  which  is  de  Rosset. 
In  the  second  quarter,  of  red,  a  lion  of  gold,  which  is  de  Lasset.  In  the 
third,  quartered  in  silver  and  black,  which  is  de  la  Tude.  In  the  fourth, 
of  blue,  a  group  of  three  rooks  (chess  pieces)  checkered  in  gold,  which  is 
de  Rocozel.  And  upon  all,  in  blue,  a  group  of  three  golden  roses,  which 
is  deFleury.” 

'  A  translation  from  an  ancient  manuscript  in  the  archives  of  Arles  states 
that  the  de  Rosset  family  (spelled  variously  as  de  Rozet,  de  Rouzet,  de 
Rousset,  de  Rosset,  etc.)  originally  was  from  Switzerland  and  that  NICH¬ 
OLAS  DE  ROSSET  left  that  country  in  the  fourteenth  century  and  went 
to  France.  His  descendants  were  Amede,  Bertrand,  Amede  2nd,  and 
BERTRAND  2nd. 
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ANTOINE  de  ROSSET,  son  of  Bertrand  2nd,  married  Antoinette  de 
Silvey.  Antoine  applied  to  Francis  I  for  letters  of  rehabilitation  of  their 
nobility  and  those  were  granted  by  the  King  on  2-13-1515.  Among  the 
sons  of  Antoine  was: 

GASPARD  de  ROSSET,  who  married  Jeanne  de  Damian- Vernegues.  He 
became  Gouvernor  of  the  Chateau  de  Vernegues.  Their  children  were: 
THOMAS,  Mathieu  and  Charles. 

THOMAS  de  ROSSET,  son  of  Gaspard,  married  Blanche  deRenaud  (des 
Seigneurs  d’Aleric)  as  per  contract  of  1600.  Their  children  were  GAS¬ 
PARD,  CHARLES  (made  Knight  of  Malta  in  1640  and  Captain  of 
Cavalry  in  the  Regiment  of  Gassin),  Andre  (made  Knight  the  same  time 
as  his  brother),  Marie  (who  married  into  the  house  of  deCordes)  and 
Martha  (who  married  into  the  house  of  de  Damian). 

GASPARD  married  Catherine  de  Milamy  and  had  children  Charles 
and  Blanche.  CHARLES  married  1686  Madeleine  de  Torenc  and  had 
children  FRANCOIS,  Louis  and  Antoine.  The  last  two  died  as  Captains 
in  the  Regiment  of  Taillard. 

FRANCOIS,  son  of  Charles,  after  35  years  in  the  same  Regiment,  was 
retired  in  1740  with  a  pension  from  the  King.  He  married  in  1743 
Claire  de  Fandron,  daughter  of  the  noble  Andre  Joseph  de  Fandron, 
Seigneur  de  Taillades. 

The  above  is  from  "Histoire  de  la  Noblesse  de  Provence,  2  tom., 
p.p.  339,  Avignon  1776.” 

The  oldest  document  in  the  family  papers  is  a  commission  dated  1588 
appointing  one  Mathieu  Roset  (or  Rouzet) — there  is  no  "de”  preceding 
the  name — Secretary  to  the  Due  d’Anjon.  This  Mathieu  could  be  the  son 
of  Gaspard  mentioned  above.  Otherwise  there  appears  to  be  no  way  of 
accounting  for  the  presence  of  this  document  among  the  possessions  of 
Louis,  the  Huguenot  exile,  who  died  in  London  in  1725. 

Another  origin  of  the  family  is  brought  out  by  the  translation  of  a  docu¬ 
ment  on  file  at  Montpelier  which  states  that  the  de  Rosset  family  wras  from 
Ronergue  and  that  the  first  known  was — 

PHILLIPE  de  ROSSET  (Baron  de  Monpaon,  Due  de  Vabres),  who 
married  Marguerite  de  Roquefeuil.  Their  child — 

PHILLIPPE  de  ROSSET,  JR.,  married  Elizabeth  de  Premillac  (and 
later  Perronne  dePavie).  Their  child — 

PIERRE  DE  ROSSET  married  Blaide  de  Tranquier.  Their  child — 
PIERRE  DE  ROSSET,  JR.,  married  11-6-1504  Isabelle  de  Lasset.  Their 
children  were:  Thomas,  Etienne,  and  PIERRE  III. 

PIERRE  de  ROSSET,  III,  married  Marguerite  de  Chavagnac.  Their 
children  were:  Michel,  JEAN,  Etienne,  Jacquette,  Francois  and  Perronne. 

JEAN  DE  ROSSET  married  3-3-1567  Etiennette  deVissec  delaTude. 
Their  children  were:  FRANCOIS,  Souveraine,  Angele,  and  Marquise. 

FRANCOIS  DE  ROSSET  married  7-25-1598  Catherine  de  Rocozel. 
Their  children  were:  Jean,  BERNARDIN,  Guillaume,  Francois,  Catherine 
Antoinette,  Marie  and  Jeanne. 
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BERNARDIN  de  ROSSET  married  1-24-1680  Marie  de  Fleury,  sister 
of  the  Cardinal.  Their  children  were:  Jean,  Henri,  Pons,  Phillippe, 
Antoine,  Marie,  Helen,  Anne,  Marguerite. 

It  is  further  stated  that  this  de  Rosset  -  de  Fleury  line  became  extinct  in 
1815  by  the  death  in  Paris  of  Andre  Hercule  de  Rosset,  who  left  no  issue. 

A  document  from  the  Cherin  Collection  178  (Sousteen  tenay)  in  provin¬ 
cial  French  and  very  difficult  to  read  clearly  and  to  translate  mentions  "the 
late  noble  Francois  de  Rosset"  and  a  contract  of  marriage  of  his  son  dated 
7  February  1696.  It  also  mentions  Jacob  de  Rosset,  Baron  de  la  Marege 
Eigaliere  and  Jean  Antoine  de  Rosset,  Captain  of  the  Dauphin  Regiment. 

Another  document  from  Montpelier  is  translated  to  read  "Rosset  of 
Fleury,  Lords  of  Floranges,  Barons  of  Monpaon  and  of  Revignau,  Marquis 
of  Rocozel,  by  letters  patent  of  the  month  of  September  1724,  dukes  and 
peers  of  France,  under  the  denomination  of  the  dukes  of  Fleury,  founded 
in  the  month  of  March  1736.  An  old  family  of  the  country  of  Ronergue, 
whose  relationship  goes  back  to  Phillippe  of  Rosset,  the  Erst  of  the  name. 
Lord  and  Baron  of  Monpaon,  Lord  of  Vallete  and  of  Arbaras,  born  in 
1 444.  This  house  has  borne  a  Captain,  Commander  of  an  Infantry  Com¬ 
pany,  under  the  Command  of  Marechal,  Duke  of  Montmorency,  Gouver- 
nors  of  cities  and  castles.  Two  Colonels  of  the  Regiment  of  Anganmois 
in  1725  and  1731,  of  whom  one  was  Colonel  of  Dragoons  in  1730,  a 
Brigadier  of  the  Armies  of  the  King  in  1730,  named  Field  Marshall  in 
.  1731.  Commander  of  the  Royal  and  Military  Order  of  Saint  Louis  in 
1732,  a  Chevalier  of  the  Order  of  the  King  in  1734  and  created  Duke 
and  Peer  of  France,  by  letters  patent  dated  March  1736.  Likewise,  several 
Captains  and  other  infantry  and  cavalry  officers  of  different  grades.  This 
family  is  equally  remarkable  for  its  alliance  with  the  House  of  Fleury, 
made  distinguished  by  Andre  Hercule  de  Fleury,  who  was  made  tutor  to 
Louis  XV,  Cardinal  Queen’s  Chaplain,  celebrated  Minister  and  one  of 
forty  belonging  to  the  French  Academy." 

2.  Louis  de  Rosset,  Jr.  was  a  Captain  under  the  Duke  of  Schomberg,  who 
served  under  King  William.  Fourteen  years  after  his  marriage,  he  was 
forced  into  permanent  exile  (in  1685)  and  fled  to  Holland.  Later  he 

'  served  as  a  Captain  with  William  of  Orange  in  the  fighting  in  Ireland 
for  the  Protestant  Succession  in  Great  Britain.  As  a  Huguenot  refugee  he 
became  a  naturalized  citizen  of  England  in  1708  and  died  in  London  in 
1725.  His  commission  (as  an  officer  in  the  French  Army  2-18-1684) 
signed  by  Louis  XIV  is  among  the  papers  in  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  Collection. 

3.  Dr.  A.  J.  de  Rosset  (1695  -  1760)  graduated  with  honors  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Basle,  Switzerland,  with  M.D.  degree.  His  medical  diploma  is 
dated  12-3-1720  and  is  among  the  collection  of  family  data  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  North  Carolina.  He  emigrated  to  Cape  Fear  and  Wilmington, 
N.  C.,  about  1735.  He  served  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  a  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  the  Town  and  a  Director  of  the  Bank  of  Cape  Fear.  He  was  for 
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many  years  Port  Physician  and  also  a  Lay  Reader  of  St.  James  Church. 
The  above  is  from  "Biographies  of  Noted  Americans.” 

Details  regarding  Dr.  de  Rosset  as  founder  of  the  French  Huguenots  in 
North  Carolina  are  given  on  Pages  113  to  116,  inclusive,  of  "Publication 
No.  12  of  "The  Huguenot" — 1943-1945  published  by  "The  Huguenot 
Society  of  the  Founders  of  Manakin  in  the  Colony  of  Virginia.”  The  par¬ 
ticular  article  is  headed  "North  Carolina’s  Own  Huguenot  Families.” 
Copies  of  "Publication  No.  12”  may  be  obtained  from  the  Magazine 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Frederick  Fischer,  420  South  Sycamore  St.,  Petersburg, 
Va.,  at  $1.50  each. 

4.  Lewis  Henry  de  Rosset  (1724-1786)  was  the  King’s  Councillor  for  the 
Province  of  North  Carolina.  He  held  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-General.  He 
was  a  merchant  and  planter  and  a  Tory.  He  left  the  state  in  1778.  Note 
different  spelling  of  first  name.  He  and  Margaret  Walker  had  no  children. 

5.  Dr.  Moses  J.  de  Rosset  became  a  physician  of  extensive  practice.  He  was 
called  to  be  Mayor  of  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  in  January  1766.  He  also  served 
as  an  officer  in  the  regiment  of  Colonel  James  Innes,  which  was  sent  in 
1754  to  Virginia  to  fight  the  French  and  Indians.  These  were  the  first 
troops  raised  by  any  colony  for  service  outside  its  own  borders.  This  inci¬ 
dent  is  recorded  on  Page  492  of  Vol.  II  of  the  "North  Carolina  Historical 
and  Genealogical  Register,”  copy  of  which  is  in  the  New  York  Public 
Library,  Room  328. 

6.  Dr.  A.  J.  de  Rosset,  II,  was  an  ardent  patriot  and  as  a  boy  of  14  engaged 
in  a  fight  in  the  Revolutionary  War  at  The  Oaks,  near  Wilmington,  N.  C. 
He  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  the  Class  of  1787  and  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  with  an  M.D.  degree  in  1790.  His  second 
wife  was  the  sister  of  his  first  wife.  He  was  for  many  years  Port  Physician 
for  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  by  appointment  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States.  He  was  a  Lay  Reader  at  St.  James  Church  in  Wilmington  and  a 
Director  of  the  Bank  of  Cape  Fear.  He  was  also  for  many  years  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

The  following  regarding  Dr.  de  Rosset  is  taken  from  "Biographies  of 
Noted  Americans”  about  his  student  days  at  Princeton:  "At  the  close  of 
the  first  session,  fellow  students,  Robert  Goodlove  Harper  and  Joseph 
Caldwell  (later  President  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina),  observing 
his  rigid  economy  and  close  attention  to  duties  and  his  determination  to 
remain  at  the  college  during  vacation,  for  want  of  funds  to  defray  expenses 
of  the  journey  home,  offered  to  be  his  teacher  in  his  studies  for  the  next 
year.  The  offer  was  gladly  accepted  and  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session, 
de  Rosset  was  promoted  to  an  advanced  class,  completing  his  course  in 
three  years.  While  at  the  Medical  College  he  enjoyed  the  friendship  of 
Dr.  Benjamin  Rush,  with  whom  he  held  a  long  correspondence,  many 
copies  of  the  letters  being  still  in  the  possession  of  the  family.” 

7.  Mary  Fullerton’s  father,  John,  who  died  2-20-1779,  is  buried  in  the 
famous  Circular  Churchyard  at  Charleston,  S.  C. 

8.  Dr.  Moses  John  de  Rosset  II  was  born  2-11-1796  and  died  7-1-1826.  He 
graduated  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  1816  and  from  the 
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New  York  Medical  College  in  1820.  He  married  in  1826  Sarah  E.  Wad¬ 
dell.  They  had  no  children. 

9.  Dr.  A.  J.  de  Rosset  III  graduated  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
in  1824  with  A.B.  degree  and  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1828 
with  M.D.  degree.  He  was  a  Director  of  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon 
R.R.  Co.  and  succeeded  his  father  as  Senior  Warden  of  St.  James  Church 
in  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  and  was  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina. 

10.  Eliza  J.  Lord  was  the  daughter  of  William  C.  Lord  and  Eliza  Hill.  Her 
grandfather,  William  Hill,  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1754. 

11.  Dr.  Curtis  was  on  the  original  Board  of  Trustees  and  one  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Location  for  the  founding  of  the  University  of  the  South  at 
Sewanee,  Tennessee.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Williams  College.  The  chil¬ 
dren  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Curtis  were  William  White  Curtis,  Armand  de 
Rosset  Curtis,  John  Henry  Curtis,  Magdalene  Curtis,  Caroline  Curtis, 
Ashley  Curtis  (married  Mary  K.  Nash),  Rev.  Charles  J.  Curtis  (married 
Mary  Iglehart),  Catherine  Fullerton  Curtis,  Elizabeth  de  Rosset  Curtis 
and  Mary  Louise  Curtis  (married  Rev.  William  S.  Bynum).  Two  of  the 
above  sons  were  in  the  Confederate  Army  and  John  Henry  was  killed  in 
action.

*•  ?athfrine  Douglass  Meares  was  for  many  years  President  of  the  North 
Carolina  Society  of  the  Colonial  Dames  of  America.  See  "North  Carolina 
Historical  and  Genealogical  Register,"  Volume  II,  Page  380,  which  gives 
list  of  officers  of  the  Society  for  the  year  1901-2.  The  above  periodical 
Page  483,  also  covers  a  paper  on  "My  Ancestral  Dames  of  the  Colonial 
Period,  read  before  the  above  mentioned  North  Carolina  Society  of  the 
Colonial  Dames  of  America  by  Mrs.  Meares,  its  President. 

2.  Colonel  Gaston  Meares,  the  son  of  William  B.  Meares,  was  named  for 
Judge  Gaston,  a  friend  of  his  father.  Colonel  Meares  wras  in  the  Class  of 
1838  at  West  Point.  He  was  in  the  War  with  Mexico  and  was  Adjutant 
of  Colonel  Yell's  Regiment.  He  was  promoted  to  Lieut.-Coionel  and  in 
1848  was  presented  with  a  sword  by  the  people  of  Wilmington,  N.  C. 
Subsequently,  he  wras  admitted  to  the  Bar  and  in  1854  represented  Bruns- 
wick  in  the  Assembly.  In  the  War  between  the  States,  he  served  in  John 
G.  Walker’s  Brigade  and  then  in  Ripley’s  Brigade.  He  was  killed  at  Mal¬ 
vern  Hill,  Virginia,  by  a  shell  fragment  while  at  the  head  of  his  com¬ 
mand,  Third  Regiment,  North  Carolina  Infantry,  Confederate  States  of 
America.  His  grave  is  in  Wilmington,  N.  C.  Information  above  secured 
from  "Roster  of  North  Carolina  Troops’’  and  "North  Carolina  Regiments.”

A  similar  note  appears  in  "Biographies  of  Noted  Americans,”  where  it 
mentions  that  in  his  youth,  Dr.  de  Rosset  showed  remarkable  aptitude  for 
languages  and  mathematics  and  that  he  passed  three  years  in  Geneva  at 
the  famous  school  of  Diedrich  and  spent  six  months  in  Cologne  to  perfect 
his  German.  This  note  also  mentions  some  of  his  published  writings  and 
concludes,  He  devised  a  new  and  efficient  form  of  inhaler  for  anesthesia 
and  a  new  form  of  Canule  scissors  for  operating  within  the  eye.  He  dem¬ 
onstrated  by  frozen  section  that  after  the  extraction  of  the  lens,  the  len¬ 
ticular  fossa  disappears  and  the  anterior  surface  of  the  vitreous  becomes 
convex.”

1.  Louis  Henry  deRosset  was  educated  at  St.  Timothy’s  Hall  near  Baltimore 
and  then  in  Geneva,  Switzerland  and  in  1858  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  where  he  was  a  member  of  Zeta  Psi  fraternity.  In  1863  he  was 
Ordnance  Agent  for  the  purchase  of  arms  for  the  Confederate  Army  in 
North  Carolina,  with  the  rank  of  Major  and  later  that  year,  he  was  elected 
Secretary  of  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad.  He  was  Purser  on  the 
blockade  running  steamer  "Fanny”  in  1864  and  his  notebook,  in  his  own 
handwriting  (in  possession  of  his  descendant,  R.  C.  deRosset)  relates  an 
incident  of  blockade  running  by  the  steamer  Lynx,  which  was  attacked 
and  beached  by  blockading  men-of-war  but  from  which  all  escaped,  in¬ 
cluding  his  wife,  who  was  warmly  eulogized  by  all  on  board  for  her  cour¬ 
age.  This  same  incident,  with  mention  of  Mrs.  Louis  de  Rosset  and 
daughter  Gabrielle,  is  covered  in  a  letter  (original  in  possession  of  de¬ 
scendant,  Professor  Dougald  MacMillan)  quoted  by  James  Sprunt, 
"Chronicles  of  the  Cape  Fear  River,”  Pages  450  and  451. 

Subsequent  to  the  war,  Louis  entered  business  in  England  and  became  a 
partner  in  Patton,  Vickers  &  Company  and  on  Jan.  6,  1870,  was  appointed 
private  secretary  to  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Lytton.  During  this  period  he 
made  trips  to  France  where  he  collected  information  about  the  de  Rosset 
family.  This  information  formed  the  basis  of  the  chapters  on  those  sub¬ 
jects  written  by  his  sister,  Mrs.  Meares,  in  "The  Annals.” 

In  February,  1868,  he  published  "L’Espoir.”  The  first  edition  was  sold  in 
two  weeks. 

He  returned  to  North  Carolina  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife  and  became 
an  Accountant  and  Merchant  in  Wilmington.
